
#1. Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 1 set forth in the town warrant as 

proposed by the Planning Board for the Town of Weare as follows:  

To revise Article 4 Definitions by redefining the word “Travel Trailer”; and replace it with 

the State RSA  216-I:,VIII definition of Recreational Vehicle –  

VIII. "Recreational vehicle" means any of the following vehicles: 

(a) Motorhome or van, which is a portable, temporary dwelling to be used for travel, 

recreation and vacation, constructed as an integral part of a self-propelled vehicle. 

(b) Pickup camper, which is a structure designed to be mounted on a truck chassis for 

use as a temporary dwelling for travel, recreation, and vacation. 

(c) Recreational trailer, which is a vehicular, portable structure built on a single chassis, 

400 square feet or less when measured at the largest exterior horizontal projections, 

calculated by taking the measurements of the exterior of the recreational trailer 

including all siding, corner trim, molding, storage space and area enclosed by windows 

but not the roof overhang. It shall be designed primarily not for use as a permanent 

dwelling but as a temporary dwelling for recreational, camping, travel or seasonal use. 

(Recommended by the Planning Board) 

 

Purpose of the new definition is to define a recreational vehicle that which cannot be 

used as a full time residence.
